THE BURNED THEATER. 


‘Destruction of the Grand Opera 
House By Fire.

The Scene This Morning—What Has .Been 
Lost—The Season That Was to Have 
Been—A Benefit For Mr. Norton 


The ringing of the Post-Dispaton still alarm at 
8:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon tinkled out the 
knell of the oldest temple of the drama in St. 
Louis. Two hours later the Grand Opera House, 
which had been one of the finest theaters in the 
West, was amass of steaming debris, burning at 
the bottom of a well formed by the four standing 
walls of the building and covered by the wintry sky 
alone. The usual business of getting the theater in 
readiness for the evening's work was in progress, 
the musicians were rehearsing in the orchestra, the | 
stage carpenter and his assistants were busy with 
the properties, George Heuer was in the box office 
figuring over his books, when fire was dis- 
covered under the heater in the box office. 


Thomas Hicks, the Post-Dispatch watchman, was 
standing across the street from the theater when 
he heard two ladies scream. Looking around he 
saw the theater box office full of fire, and he imme- 
diately turned on a still alarm. -Another alarm was 
turned on from box 122 at the corner of Fifth and 
Market, and the engine company from Seventh and 
Olive was on the scene first, followed by the‘Salvage 
Corps and other engines.

The Beer Saloon Men Protest 
Against the New License 
Ordinance, 


Prospect That a Large Number of Saloons 
Will be Wiped Out of Existence if the Bill 
Passes the Council—Some Statistics. 


The new dramshop license bill which passed the 
House of Delegates on Friday evening has created 
@ great flurry among saloon men, especially those 
who are conducting their business under cheap, or 
*‘wine and beer” licenses. Ever since the first local 
legislation under the Downing law went into ¢ffect 
there has been a very sharp division between the 
two classes of saloon keepers who are designated 
respectively as “high license” and “low license” 
men, and the feeling has grown so strong that 
they refer to each other at times as “aristocrats” 
and “rats.” The men who pay the high or whisky 
ticense allege that, while they are required to pay 
$550 per year for the privilege of selling whisky, 
the beer-house men pay only a trifling figure and 
yet sell liquor just as openly as though their license 
authorizes them to doso. For this reason nearly 
all of the whisky saloon men are in favor of a uni- 
form high license, which will apply to ‘all sorts of 
saloons. The beer-house men, on the other hand, 
charge that the high-license men are monopolists 


®and that they want to crowd out all of 
the smaHer establishments . by en- 
couraging the high-license crusade. 


It is very certain that, had the beer-house men re- 
ted the terms of their licenses and refrained 


from selling ng strouger than wine and beer, 
the feeling would never have been aroused against 


them which resulted in the biil just passed by the 
House of Delegates. It is simply one more case 
where men who pay dearly for a privilege serve .as 
voluntary detectives against those who attempt to 
exercise the same privii without paying for it. 
The bill in question, which imposes a uniform li- 
cense of per annum on all saioons alixe,has not 
yet the House, but the gentlemen who 
are interested in its success deciare that a poll of 
the upper house shows that it will go through with- 
out opposition.

The whisky licenses expire on the third day of Jan- 
, and it is prophesied by many whoarein the 
business that there will be a considerable f off 
in that ciase, because of the fact thatthey have 
been unable to make any profit, owing totue ille 
gitimate competition already mentioned. They 
may, however, take new courage from the pending 
bil, hopin that it will have the effect of cutting off 
the competition referred to. 
THE NUMBER OF HIGH LICENSES 
tnken out in the city last year was 1,165, while the 
wine and beer licenses numbered 560, making the 
total number of saloons 1,725. Each of these 
licenses is supplemented by an ad valorem tax, s0

Six Thousand Dollars’ Worth of 
Cattle Convention Souvenirs 
Aimlessly Wandering. 


A Gloomy Mystery Which Suggests An- 
other Southern Outrage ot the Most Vio- 
lent Type—-A Freight Line that St. Louis 
Merchants Should Take Pains to Re- 


member. 


“Hello, Norfolk!" 

“Hello!” 

“Is that Norfolk, Virginia?” 

“Yes, who are you?” 

“This is the St. Louis Cattle Convention. Say, did 
you see anything of our souvenirs?” 

“Your what?” 

“Our souvenirs—our medals. You Know. those 
medals you've been reading about in the paper? 
Weil, about two busheis of them started here from 
Philadelphia and got switched off your way. See 
anything of ‘em?” 

“Why. yes! There was a lot of boxes of medals here 
about week ago. Why? Did you want them sent to St. 


Lou 
*>hould say we gid. Where in blazes are they 
w?"’ 


“Couldn’t tell you, I'm sure. We thought they were 
going to Texas.’ 

“Where did they go from your city?" 
“Down to Roanoke, North Carolina. They started that 


way.”

Got switched 
Off, vou know.” 

“Why, yes! Wehad’em here awhile. Had lots of fun 
with ‘em. Boys wore ‘em round when we celebr sted Oleve- 
land’s election. No hurry about ‘em, was there 

“Hurry, —~—! Here’sthe convention about ad- 
journing, and no medals on hand. What in the mis- 
ciief did you do with them when you <ot through?” 
“Started ’em along to Corinth, Mississippi x 
“Heavens and earth!” 

“No use getting mad about it. They're al! right. They’re 
just making a southern tour, and we are giving them a ben 
efit. Pretty, ain’t they?’ 

“Oh, shut up, you fool!” 

Corinth was next up, and 
the medals were once more located 
Their advent there hed created Quite asensa ion. 
and they were much admired for their beauty—so 
much admired, in fact. that nobody seemed to have 
any idea what had become of them after leaving 
there. or which way they went. The trail was lost 
rigit there. a d the cattle convention gave up the 
poaree with great disgust and some artistic pro- 
anity. 

Though slightly figurative, the above eketch is 
very true to nature—historically correct, in fact. To 
approach one of the managers of the late Cattie 
Convention and broach the subject of souvenirs, is 
to invite disasier. The question converts the man- 


ager 
INTO AN IRRESPONSIBLE BEING, 

who, amid a storia of expietives, shrieks something 
about “Infernal! outrage!’’ “Three thousand medals 
yone to thunder!” “Don’t know where tbey are 
and don’t care!” “Won't take ‘em now even if they 
docome!’ “Get even with Mermod, Jaccard & Oo. 
for this!" and other incoherent statements. 
With some difficulty and a deal of strategy a 
Post-Dispatch reporter this morning got Major 
Rainwater quieted down sufficiently to secure a con- 
nected story of the disaster. 

“We made a contract,” said he, “with Mermod, 
Jaecard & Co. for five thousand of those medals, 


and they sublet it to some Philadelphia firm. 
The contract was made in ample time, 
and there was no reason’. in the world 
why we should be  disappoii ted. Yet 


when the convention met only 2,00) of the 5,000 
contracted for had arrived, and every one of these 
2,000 bore an advertisement of Mermod, Jaccard & 
Co. on its face, in the shape of an imprint of the 
firm’s name, which was in express violation of 
an express understanding, The other 
8.000 had not yet arrived, and they 
haven't arrived even vet. It was our intention to 
present every convention delegate and visitor with 
one of these souvenirs, but, of course, the two 
thousand wouldn't go round at all, and a large oum- 
ber had to go away dissatisfied, It’s a shame, 
because this was our first convention, and 
our pride was enlisted in making it a success 
which wou!d be creditable to the city. We under- 
stood that the other 3,000 medals were shipped from 
the East by freight. that being cheaper than by ex- 
press; but they have never reached here and we 
don’t know when they will.” 
“Will you accept them when they do come?” 
“We have been considering that question this 
morning. and we have not yet determined whether 
we wiil or not.” 
MR. GOODMAN KING 
presented the other side of thecase for the Mermod 
Jdaccard Jewelry Company. “Certainly nobody 
cai regret this affair so much as we do,” said he. 
“There would have been no trouble at all but for the 
scoundrelly couduct of a Philadelphia freight agent 
who, without any regard to hono or truth, as- 
sumed a contract which amounted to fraud. Now, 
Tilshow you just where we stand in this affair. 
Ia the first place, we undertook this contract 
knowing we could easily carry it out. We had the 
medals made in Philadelphia and instructed the 
firm which stamped them how they should be 
shipped. They were to ship by freight all that were 
realy before November 4. and shipments after that 
date were to be made by ress. Two thousand 
shipped before ovember and 
reached us all right and in good 
time.. Had our instruct’ons been obeyed, the bal- 
ance would bave come by express. The Philadel- 
phia firm, however, allowed itself to be led into the 
belief that the goods could be brought through by 
freight in six days, and consequently it felt perfect- 
ly safe in making shipments on November 4, No 
vember 7 and November 10 via the Great Southern 
Despatch Freight Line. These three shipments 
comprised tiie three thousand medais 
which are missiag. The shippers were given to un- 
derstand that the route was ali rail and direct, 
where as a matter of factitis as far from a direct 
line as the coufines of the continent will permit it to 
be. When the medais failed to arrive, we began 
telegraphing, and learned that the route over 
whtch ap et shipped would take them down 
through noke, Norfolk, Corinth, and goodness 
knows whereelse. Wesent telegrams everywhere 
along the route, trying to locate tae goods and have 
them intercepted and expressed directly here, but 
were utterly unable to find them, and have 
not found them to this moment. We have spent 
over twenty-five dol.ars in telegraphing about them, 
but all to no purpose. The scoundrel who contract- 
ed to carry them knew very well when he did so that 


they could never get here on time by his route, 
but for the sake of a little bit of busi- 
ness he was willing to perpetrate the 


fraud. We have done evervthing that human ener- 
gy and skil] couid do to make our contract, and, 
while we are responsible of course for the failure, it 
it is no fault of ours. I don't know what the com- 
mittee will do about receiving the meals when they 
do come, but I hope and they will accept my 
gh poenigg- which I have made tothemin writing. 
t is this: that if they will furnish us the names 
addresses of persons whom they desire to present 
souvenirs, we willsend them at our own expense 
to such persons. As to our imprint being on the 
medals, there is no point whatever in that. There 
was no agreement to the contrary. nor was the sub- 
ject ever discussed, We have but followed the rule 
of the trade. which places the firm imprint on every 
article turned out, even tothe fancy menu card.

Inquest on a Murdered Woman-—A Gam- 


Coroner Bader held an inquest this morning on 
the body of Mrs. McElcuddy, who was shot by her 
husband last Saturday morning and who died yes-

There is 
no way of disproving the inference that the 
Blaine vote embodied all, or nearly all, of the 
illiteracy of the North also. 

As to the wealth of the country, it would not 
be surprising if the Republicans should claim 
most of that after twenty-five years’ abuse of 
power in plundering the public treasury and 
the public domain, and in taxing labor to build 
up Republican millionaires and monopolies. 
Nevertheless, the census figures show that the 
great bulk of our wealth is still retained by the 
intelligent white tax-payers, an overwhelming 
majority of whom voted for CLEVELAND, and 
that after twenty-five years of power 
the Republican party’s vote is today, 
more than it ever was before, an enrollment of 
the poorest because the most illiterate voters in 
the country. Republican rule has not made 
the negroes either as intelligent or as well off as 
the white voters. Mr. BLAINe himself claims 
the negro vote as solidly Republican, and it is 
estimated at 1,500,000, or more than one-fourth 
of the entire Republican strength. Of the 
negro males over twenty-one years of age in 
Georgia the census reports 81.4 per cent as 
illiterate; in Arkansas, 73.2 percent; in Georgia, 
81.2; in Louisiana, $0.2, and so on, the average 
illiteragy of the class for the whole Union being 
68.7 per cent. And it goes without saying that, 
as property holders, the contrast between them ‘ 
and the whites is still greater. 

It isa solemn fact that a Republican cannot 
refer to the ignorance and pauperism of the 
country without finding that the class embodi- 
ment and representative of both constitutes 
one-fourth of his own party. It is a solemn 
fact that the very class which has kept the 
Republican party in power so many years 
should still be in such a condition after so many 
years of Republican rule. Let us hope that its 
condition will be greatly improved under the 
gentle dominion of the Democratic party, 
which represents the property interests and in- 
telligence of the millions rather than the 
demagogic class legislation and jobbery of the 
millionaires.
